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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 17, 2010 has been entered. Claims 1, 5 and 8 are presently pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 8, replace "sterilisation" with "sterilization" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 5 and 8 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the device recited in amended claim 1 . 
Specifically, the closest prior art of Moulton et al. (5,178,829) and Jacob et al. 
(5,667,753) fail to teach or fairly suggest "a sterilization chamber having therein a metal 
object holder on which the objects to be sterilized are disposed, wherein walls of said 
sterilisation chamber comprise a material that is adapted to heat up by recombination of 
nitrogen and have a capacity of recombination of nitrogen less than that of said metal 
object holder" in the claimed environment. Therefore, the Applicant's arguments filed 
December 17, 2010 are persuasive and claims 1 , 5 and 8 are allowable over the prior 
art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
